South African policy of racial segregation 
as much as all other Conımonwealth 
countries but claim that London is thus 
morally obliged to refuso the South 
Africans all assistance.

Pierre Trudeau feels a “new, far bloodier 
Vietnam” is in the offing, developed into 
a dispute over Commonwealth ideology.
